SUBJECT

This action is to approve a change in work and the increased contract amount for a construction
contract for Los Palacios Drive, et al., in the unincorporated community of Rowland Heights.

IT 1S RECOMMENDED THAT THE BOARD:

Find that the requested change in work related to reconstruction of roadway pavement using asphalt
rubber hot mix and cold central plant recycled asphalt concrete pavement and existing base
material; resurfacing of roadway; construction of sidewalk, driveways, curb and gutter, curb ramps,
and cross gutters; with an increase in the construction contract amount of $485,000; will have no
significant effect on the environment and approve the change and increased contract amount for
Project ID No. RDC0015249 — Los Palacios Drive, et al.; for cement treatment and stabilization of
unsuitable subgrade material; in the unincorporated community of Rowland Heights, performed by
Toro Enterprises, Inc.

PURPOSE/JUSTIFICATION OF RECOMMENDED ACTION

The purpose of the recommended action is to obtain approval from the Board for the change in this
construction contract in support of the timely completion of the project while avoiding delays and the
potential for claims.

Enclosed for the Board's approval is a change in work in excess of the Director of Public Works'
delegated limit, which is required to complete the project.

Implementation of Strategic Plan Goals

FISCAL IMPACT/FINANCING

Project ID No. RDC0015249, with an increase in the construction contract amount of $485,000, is
included in the Fourth Supervisorial District's Transportation Improvement Program in the Road Fund
Fiscal Year 2015-16 Budget.

If this change in work is not approved, contract completion will be delayed and increased costs
incurred.

FACTS AND PROVISIONS/LEGAL REQUIREMENTS

The contract for the construction of this improvement was awarded by the Director or her designee
on April 2, 2014, to an apparent responsible contractor with the lowest responsive bid in accordance
with the State Public Contract Code, the Board's directives, and as recommended by the Director or
her designee.

ENVIRONMENTAL DOCUMENTATION

This change in work as described above and in the enclosure does not change any conditions which
resulted in the original environmental findings.

CONTRACTING PROCESS

The contract provides that the contractor be compensated for the work resulting from a change to the
original plans and specifications or changed conditions encountered during the course of
construction. The cost is based on contract unit prices, time and materials, or negotiated under the
provisions of the contract specifications. The method for arriving at the cost of the change is
included in the enclosure.

IMPACT ON CURRENT SERVICES (OR PROJECTS)

Approval of the requested change by the Board will ensure the timely completion of work under the
contract and result in complete and usable facilities.

Project Description:

Reconstruction of roadway pavement using asphalt rubber hot mix and cold central
plant recycled asphalt concrete pavement and existing base material; resurfacing of
roadway; construction of sidewalk, driveways, curb and gutter, curb ramps, and
cross gutters; and the performance of other appurtenant work.

Change in Work:

Cement treatment and stabilization of unsuitable subgrade material $485,000.00

Description of Change:

The existing subgrade material at several locations cannot be compacted to meet the
contract specifications. It is therefore necessary to stabilize the subgrade material with
a cement treatment. The work is needed in order to provide a solid base for the asphalt
paving. A portion of the change in work was previously approved under delegated
authority in the amount of $183,600 to perform this work on three streets. In order to
complete the treatment an additional amount of $485,000 is needed. This exceeds the
Director's delegated authority and requires the Board's approval.

The cost for this work shall be based on Section 3 of the contact specifications.

Ten additional working days will be required because of this change.

Financing for this change in work is in the Fourth Supervisorial District's Transportation
Improvement Program in the Road Fund Fiscal Year 2015-16 Budget.
